WASHINGTON. March 16.—The House 


Committee on 
Interstate 
and 
Foreign 


Commerce today heard further from. Pro- 
fessor "William H. Burr on the question 
of the sanitation of the Panama canal 
route. 


The Isthmian Car.al Commission had. 
Professor Burr salt1., regarded the sub- 
ject as one of greatest importance. The 
works of sanitation wnilcl be chiefly the 
construction of waterworks and a sewer- 
age system for the citios of Panama, and 
Colon, and the'drainage of districts be- 
tween those cities. 
Ii would, however, 
he an Id, require the c-i-opcra.lion of tho 
police, as the people on the isthmus have 
no idea of sanitary principles, lie esti- 
mated the cost at $2,oOO,000. The com- 
pletion pf the canal, he said, could be 
accomplished In eight nr nine yearn. 


Answering1 Mr. Hepburn Professor Bun- 
said that where men arc careless In their 
habits on the isthmus the mortality Is 
high. He had not, h<- said, ever heard 
that a thousand men 'o.st their lives for 
every mile so far as work had been done 
upon it. nor had he ever heard of a grave- 
yard containing 8000 f raves of laborers, 
or of the fact that out of 800 Chinese 
laborers 500 had died In three months. 
Professor Burr was subjected to many 
questions, mostly bearing on the am on n't 
of excavations' made by the twq French 
companies, and said that they had ex- 
cavated about 7,000,000 yards, two-thirds 
of which was useful, leaving: one billion 
cubic yards yi»t to be excavated.

him in a physical contest to determine race supremacy. Besides moral sen- 
timent cannot bo reached and stimulated by war and bloodshed.

•imply causes a return to primitive barbarism. 


But let us see wfhat aroused this colored Peter the Hermit to preach a 


faggot and sword crusade to reclr >ss the negro's wrongs and vindicate his 
rights? In Springfield, O.. a colored tough murdered a police officer. A white 
roob gayiered to lynch the culprit, and a portion of the colored population 
took an attitude that thre;«tened a .-olllsion on race lines. The murderer was 
lynched and a part of the lawn inhabited by colored people burned. That the 


, nets of the mob were lawless ana unjust goes without saying. Nevertheless 


the victim of its brutal passion der-erved no sympathy. He was a bad man 
•who defied the law and slew an offii-er. He was no credit to the colored peo- 
ple. His cause like his life was an evil one. 


If the mob collected to execute lawless vengeance on him did so be- 


cause he was black, the colored residents who made common cause with him 
did so for the same reason. They would not have lifted a hand or uttered 


. a protest had he been whl'e. 
They therefore-placed themselves In the atti- 


tude of opposing lynching only be< ause the victim was a member of their 
race. 
The indignation of the Brooklyn -preacher seems principally to have 


been aroused because the victims .if mob injustice were negroes. 
His re- 


marks were not a demand lor the U.w's vindication, an appeal for justice and 
order. 
He counseled his hearers to meet lawlessness with lawlessness, riot 


with riot, bloodshed with bloodshed, incendiarism with incendiafism. 
It i* 


unnecessary to point out that the proposed remedy Is no remedy but Is in fact, 
worse than the disease, for if a,cted on it will inevitably still further embitter 
the feeling between the white and black races and provoke still more seriouM 
broils. No good citizen can view such tendencies with other than sorrowful 
feelings, and no intelligent sympathizer with the colored people can fail to 
regret that they should be ;,-iven sui-h evil advice by a member of their race 
whose calling and position should $nber his judgment and temper his utter- 
ances. 


In regard to lynching, I: may m t be amiss to indicate a few elementary 


truths bearing on the subject. The color of the perpetrator does not palliate 
or aggravate the crime. It in no wor<e or better to lynch a black man than It 
is to lynch a white one. Lynching is not reprehensible because negroes are its 
principal victims, but because it is i violent, lawless and often unjust pro- 
ceeding. 
The lover of order, law at.d justice will oppose lynching anybody, 


white or black. 
Another tiling. 
Opposition to lynching does not proceed 


from sympathy with crime and criminals, but precisely the reverse. 
It is 


not a matter of race sympathy at all. It is a fundamental objection to law- 
lessness of any kind. It is :i fact that few good citizens fire lynched.

the Irthmian Canal Commission, was 
given a complimentary banquet at the 
Palace' Hotel last night by leading cit- 
laens oi the Metropolis. Former Mayor 
James D. Phelan was toastmaster and 
speeches were made by Chief Justice 
Beatty, Marsden Manson, William J.

And now, after nearly 400 
years from the birth of the idea, we as- 
semble around this banquet board, in 
the chief metropolis of a Pacific em- 
pire, to congratulate the honored guest 
of this evening that all
